Correction 
of the following is required. Claim 1, lines 9-13, "a diflTerent circumferential speed, 
characterized in that the control unit takes into account the shift (A) of the actual, 
effective print line on the circumference of both rollers (1 l,.Kn) in the correction, which 
arises as n consequence of an adjustment . . . does not have support in the specification; 

b. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction 
of the following is required. Claim 6, lines 8-12, "a different circumferential speed, 
characterized in that the control unit takes into account the shift (A) of the actual, 
effective print line on the circumference of both rollers (11, Kn) in the correction, which 
arises as n consequence of an adjustment . . . does not have support in the specification;

b. Claim 1: 

i. There is insufficient antecedent basis for many of limitations in claim 1 for 
example: 

(1) Claim 1 recites the limitation "the longitudinal registration error" 
in lines 1 and 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim; 
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(2) Claim 1 recites the limitation "the desired application line" in line 

4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

These are just a few examples of the antecedent basis problems in claim 1. 

All such problems must be corrected, 
ii. the language of claim 1 recites limitations that are hard to follow and that 
does not flow clearly. For example claim 1, line 9-13, recites "a different 
circumferential speed, characterized in that the control unit takes into account the 
shift (A) of the actual, effective print line on the circumference of both rollers (11, 
Kn) in the correction, which arises as n consequence of an adjustment . . . 
Technically it does not flow clearly. 

c. Claims 1-5, the language of claims 1-5 recite limitations that are hard to follow 
that and does not flow clearly. 

d. Claim 6: 

i. There is insufficient antecedent basis for many limitations in claim 6 for 
example: 

(1) lines 1 and 2, recites the limitation " the desired application line". 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim; 

(2) line 4, recites the limitation "the material web". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. These are just 
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a few examples of the antecedent basis problems in claim 1 . All such 

problems must be corrected, 
ii. the language of claim 6 recites limitations that are hard to follow that and 
does not flow clearly. For example claim 6, line 8-13, recites "a different 
circumferential speed, characterized in that the control unit takes into account the 
shift (A) of the actual, effective print line on the circumference of both rollers (1 1, 
Kn) in the correction, which arises as n consequence of an adjustment . . . .". 
Technically it does not flow clearly. 

Due to the 35 U.S.C. 1 12. second paragraph problems, prior art could not accurately be applied. 
Once these problems are overcome, any relevant prior art will be applied.
